get things in readineſs. Cicala Baſſa was appointed 
General in Perſia, having before promiſed to ruin the

Sn the beginning of Fuly, Commiſſioners were 
ſem on behalt of the Emperor, to Treat with Boz/- 
cay at Caſſovia about a Peace, who were Honoura- 
bly Treated by him, and continuing there a Month, 
were difmiſs'd with certain Propoſitions, which if 
conſented ro, Botſcay promiſed to endeavour to 
procure a Peace, between the Sultan and the Empe- 
ror. To hinder the progreſs of this Peace between 
the Emperor and Borſcay, the Sultan ſent him word 
by a Meſſenger on purpoſe, that e're long he ſhould 
be Proclaim'd and Crown'd King of Hungary ; and 
to that purpoſe, was even now ready to iend him a 
Scepter and a Crown,the Enſigns of Kingly Authority 
to Alba Repgals. In the mean time he ſent him two 
Stately Horſes, with Furniture of Gold, Gliltering 
with Precious Stones, a rich Scimiter, a pair of 
Golden Spurs, a long Horfman's Coat, Garniſh'd 
with Gold and precious Stones of great Value, en- 
couraging him to perſevere in his former purpo- 
ſes; which he did to his urmoft Ability. 
Now was the time of the year come, for the Tur; 
Army to be in the Field in the heart of Flungar, 
but ſuch were their troubles in 4fiz, both with the 
Perſians and their own Rebels, that they were not 
able to ſend ſuch great Armies into Hungam as 
they uſed to do in former Years. - Nor could the 
Chriſtian Emperor raiſe ſuch a Power as he had 
done in times paſt. The Hungarians were now ge- 
nerally revolted from him; Hal afforded: him but 
little aid, and the Princes of Germany none at all. 
His Mercenaries were ready to deſert him for want of 
pay, or pay themſelves with the Spoils of his 
Country, even to the Gates of Vienna: So that had 
not the Turks been ſo buſied in the Eaſt, they might 
calily have over run Hungary, Auftria and a good par 
o Germany. However with this ſmall number the 
Turks 1 with the numerous Rebels, reported 
to be Fifty thouſand ſtrong, on the a 0th day of Al. 
gut they ſat down before Serigonium, bringing wit! 
them 40 pieces of Cannon, and all other necef{z- 
ries for a Siege. Nor were the Tartars long behind 
them, who paſſing the River Gran into the Chri- 
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ſtians territory, burnt and ſpoiled all before them.

u; but finding themſelves repuls'd with great 
Los of their Men, they fell to undermining the 
Walls, in which they fiat for giving Fire 
Jo chem, they blew up the Walls, Rampiers, Men, 
and Munition alltogether, in which many of the 
beſieged were Smother'd and Burnt, and the Breach- 

es made ſo wide that the Chriſtans lay open to the 

Enemies Shot. Hereupon the Turks were preparing.

vichſtand them; but their Soldiers were unwilling 
so Fight and not one of them would put themſelves 
e into Order. Lazy Cowards! chuſing rather to attend 
u aſſur'd death in their Cowardize, than adven- 
ure their Lives and live or dye couragiouſly.

This diſcourſe grounded upon ſo much reaſon, 
and proceeding from ſo great Valour, might have 
had its effect upon any Minds but upon ſuch dege- 
nerate Cowards, who being harden'd againſt all 
points of Honour, ſhamefully run upon the Gover. 
nor, violently hurry'd him to Priſon, and deliver'd 
up the Garriſon, upon condition of marching out 
with Bag and Baggage, Colours furled, Matches 
lighted, and leaving all the Ammunition Guns and 
Proviſions behind them, and which was a wonder 
The Turks kept their promiſes, This City was yield- 
ed up the third of OZober, a thouſand whole and 
ſound Men, ſtored with all neceſſaries for a longer 
Siege marching out 'of it, to their own ſhame and 
reproach, and the Governor's eternal Honour. Thus 
the famous City of Serigonium, the ſtrongeſt Bul. 
wark in Chriſtendom againſt the Turks, having been 
Ten years in the poſſeſſion of the Chriſtians, after 
it was taken from the Turks by Count Charles Mans- 
feld, fell again into their Hands, with threeſcore and 
ten pieces of great Ordinance, and abundance of 
other Warlike Proviſion. 

Theſe Baſe and Cowardly Soldiers with Count 
Dampier their Governor, being come to Comara were 
juſtly deprived both of their Honour and Arms, 
and ſent back to Presburgh, Curs'd and abhor'd of 
all the World, and eſpecially of the Hungarians, 
and the chief of them were committed to Priſon 
where after they had lain a certain time,being brought 


to judgment, Convicted of Treaſon, and Con- 


demn'd, were diverſly Executed. Captain Leonard 
Frederick Schleker was adjudg d to have his right Hand 
cut off, his 8 rawn out behind his Neck, 


both of them Nail'd to the Gallows, and afterwards 


to be hang'd ; tho” at the Interceſſion of his Friends 
he was Beheaded. Fohn Michael Schorer, Fohn Hop- 
fi, Adam Lindawar, Philip Dur, and Caſper Lielbar- 
tar all Captains, were condemn'd to have their Right 
hands frit cut off, Nail'd to the Gallows and after 
to be hang'd. Fohn Lautenlurger was condemn'd to 
be Quarter'd alive, ohn Diſceff with eleven others, 
were only hang'd, Lawrence Marſhal was Condemn'd 
to ferve two Years againſt the Twrks as a common 
Soldier without pay, Jeremy Strelin with divers o_— 
whic 
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which were either fled or remain'd in Strigonium, 
were Judg'd to have their Names ſet upon the Gal- 


lows, and being afterwards caught, ſome of them 
to be Quarter'd, others their Hands to be cut off, 


to be NaiPd upon the Gallows, and after hang d. 


Thus theſe Infamous Captains, by ſhunning an Ho- 
nourable death in Defence of Serigonium, brought 


themſelves to a ſhameful End, attended with per- 


petual Ignominy aad Diſhonour. 7 

The loſs of this important Garriſon was a great 
blow to Chriſtendom, and caus'd great Rejoycing 
among the Turks, but their Mirth did not long 
continue, for at the fame inſtant the Sultan was ac- 
qainted with the gaining of Strigonium in Hungary, 
he was alſo told of his pu Army's being over- 
thrown in Afia, with the loſs of Damaſcus the great- 
eſt City of Syria; for which he caus'd: Cicalla Pa- 
ſ-i's Houſe at Conſtantinople to be rifled, and all his 
Treaſure to be converted to the uſe of the Sultan, 
which was but a ſmall recompence to the Da- 
mage the Empire ſuſtain'd in Syria. Bot ſcay with 
great Army of Hungarian Rebells came to Tyrna, 
a ſtrong Town about 16 Miles diſtant from Vienna, 
and ſummon'd it to Surrender, but finding there was 
little good to be done either upon that Town or 
the City of Presburgh, he forthwith march'd to 
Pfth, where he was Honourably receiv'd by the 
Vizier Paſha, who preſented him with a Crown of 
curious Workmanſhip, threeſcore thouſand Duckets, 
and five and twenty good Horſes, giving him full 
Power to treat a Peace with the Emperialiſts, in 
which certain Turks were join'd in Commiſſion with 
him. The King of Perſia, had ſome Months be- 
fore ſent three Embaſſadors to his Imperial Majeſty, 
who coming at ſeveral times one after another,were 
diſmiſſed from Prague the 29th of November with Let- 
ters from the Emperor, certifying the Perſian King,

tween Cyprus and Carmania, Sinking five of their Gal- 
lies, and forc'd the reſt into the next Harbour for 
their fafety. Admiral Beauregard ſeeing his deſign 
upon the Caravan thus diſappointed, return'd with 
us Gallions towards Leghorn : In his Voyage he en- 
counter d a 7rkib Ship coming from Rhodes, and 
bound to Cyprus, and in the Fight, kill'd a Hun- 
dred and Thirty 7urks, and took Three hundred 
Slaves. The Prize was valu'd at Fourteen Hun- 
dred Thouſand Crowns, and with it return'd in ſafe- 
ty to Leghorn. 

This Summer Conſtantinople, and the Country 
thereabouts was ſo plagued with Clouds of Graſhop- 

s, that they Shadow'd the very Sun Beams, and 
eft not a Green Herb or Leaf in all the Country, 
nor in the City ; where they entred into the very 
Chambers, annoying them execedingly, being as 
big as Normice and having Red Wings. This Judg- 
ment was attended with an Extraordinary great Hail 
in Conſtantinople, and Galata, with ſuch abundance of 
Rain, that the violence of the Water, {hut up one 
of the Gates, and ſo. fill'd the Shops and Houſes, 
that many were in danger of Drowning. The Pave- 
ments in the Streets were torn up, the Stones car- 
tyd together in great heaps, and many Houſes fell 
own, We have formerly made relation. of the 
Perſian's Victories, and now having recover'd. his 
C 2 own 
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own, and extended the Bounds of his Empire to 
the Black Seas, the Sophy ſent an Ambaſlador to the 
Grand Signior, to let him know that having reco. 
verd what had bees wrongfully uſurp'd from him, 
he would proceed no farther,' but now would gladly 
live in Peace; but this Ambaſſador lay Seven 
Months at Conſtantinople and at laſt was forc'd to de- 
part without an Audience. Not long after the King 
of Perfia ſent another Ambaſſador, who tho” he was 
receiy'd in Great Pomp into Conſtantinople, he came 


to very little purpoſe, for they made no other uſe 


of him, but to terrify him with ſham ſhews of their 
Greatneſs ; but he prefling for an Audience, and to 
conclude a Peace between the two Crowns, was told, 
that the Ottoman Empire never made Peace where 
they had receiv'd Defeats, tho' ſome times they gave 
it Where they were Victors: So this Year, Achmarlent 
an Army of 150000 Men into Perſia, under the 
Command of Nuſſaff as General, who made ſuch 
Spoils upon the Frontiers of Perfia, that the Soply 
was canſtrain'd to draw all his Forces together, to 
prevent the Ruin of his Country. But when they 
were ready to come to a Battel, the Perſian finding 
himſelf over-march'd, offer d conditions of Peace, 
and * to give the Turks a quantity of Silk 
which ſhould make the charge of Two hundred 
Camels, for a yearly Tribute, in acknowledgment 
of ſome Countries which he had taken from the 
Ottomans, Which Offers were accepted at Conſt 
tinople, with this Addition, that the Per/ian's Son 
ſhould be call'd Paſka of Taurs, and that tht 
Judge of that City ſhould be ſent from Conſtanti 
nople.

tion, well complexioned, and ſomething enclin'd t 
be Fat: By nature Proud and Ambitious, tho' not 
ſo cruel as many of his Predeceſſors, bur much 4 
ven to Senſuality and Pleaſure, for the gratifying 0 
which, he kept Three Thouſand Concubines and 
Virgins in a Seraglio, being the faireſt Daughters o 
che Chriſtians. His Mother was a Chriſtian of Balu 


or of Cyprus, and for that reaſon ſome think he we 
more 
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more than ordinarily Civil to the Chriſtians. He 
much delighted in Hawking and Hunting. For 
Hawking he kept in Grecia and Natolia 40000 Fal- 
keners, nor was his Huntſmen much fewer in num- 
ber or leſs in Charge. The Turkiſh Emperors are 
obliged by the Law of their Religion, to work at 
ſome manual Trade every Day, fo Mahomet his Fa- 
ther gave himſelf to the making of Arrows, and 
aelmet to the faſhioning of Horn Rings, which the 
Turks uſe, when they draw their Bows; this they do 
in the Morning, after they have ſaid their Prayers, 
but it is only for Form ſake, for they ſcarce make an 
Arrow or a Ring in a Twelve Month. The Chriſti- 
an Princes that were Contemporaries with this Sal- 
tan were, Rodolphus the Second, and Matthias Empe- 
rors of Germany, James |, King of Great Britrain, 
Henry the Fourth and Lews the I 2th Kings of France, 
and Paul V. Pope of Rome.

Walking by his leave in the Gardens, ſome Platte. 
rers aboutſ him, told Ac met the Danger of ſuffering 
him to hive ; whereupon he took his Bow and Ar. 
row, and aimed at his Brorher to kill him, bur at 
that Inſtant he felt ſo great a Pain in his Arm and 
Shoulder, that he was not able to ſhoot his Arrow ; 
whereupon he ſaid with a loud Voice, that Maho. 
met would have Muſtapha to live: So he came to 
Poſſeſs the Throne; but behav'd himſelf ſo cruelly 
to all, and eſpecially ro the French Ambaſſadors and 
thoſe of that Nation, that he was hated of all Men, 
The difference aroſe upon this Occaſion: 

When Prince Coreski was carryed Priſoner to Con. 
ſtantinople he was confin d in the Towers of the Black 
Sea, about Five Miles from Confantinop/e, where he 
was often and vehemently Importun'd ro change his 
Religion, as the Princes Alexander and Bougdan his 
Brother-in-law had done; but he refus'd bk a Baſe 
Complyance, ſaying, he would rather die in Captivi- 
ty. "This generous Reſolution put the King of Po. 
land to write to the French Amballador at Conſtantino. 
pa to Purchaſe that Prince's Liberty; but the Am- 
baſſador having no ſuch Directions from his Maſter, 
could not undertake it; however he often afliſted 
him with Neceſſaries, and ſending him Mony by his 
Secretary Martine, the Prince and he plotted his E- 
ſcape: To that end Martine making a Greek Prieſt his 
Contedcratefor x great Sum of Mony, Martine ſent the 
Prince a Roll of Packthread in a Pye, by which 
Prince Ceres drew up a Ladder of Ropes, with the 
help of which, he and his Chamber-mate, a French 
Man, being come down to the Foot of the Tower. 
he found the Greek Prieſt attending for them, who 
carry'd them into a Cave in a Rock about a League 
from thence, where they muſt remain all Day, 
and in the Evening he would not fail to come t0 
them, and bring them Babits like his own, unde! 
which diſguiſe he would Conduct them to his Lods: 
ing in Conſtantinople, in order to their eſcape. A 
ſoon as their eſcape out of Priſon was known, Pre

P » ? 0 
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Soon after they ſeized upon the Servants of the Baron 
of Sancy or Mole the French Ambaſſador ; and Tor- 
tur'd two of them after this manner. They laid 
them on their Bellies upon a Table, and gave them 
three or 400 Blows with a Staff upon the Soles of 
the Feet, the Calves of their Legs, and their But- 
tocks ; but could not make them accuſe their Ma- 
ſter. After this they Impriſon'd the French Ambaſſa- 
dor, who by giving three or 4000 Crowns, pre- 
vail'd with the Mufti to acquaint the Grand Seipnior 
with his Innocency, that the Secretary who did 5 
went from his Maſter Ten Days before he attempt 
it; and that uſing an Ambaſſador after that manner, 
would bring all Chriſtian Princes upon him, to the 
Ruin of the Turkiſþ Empire. Upon which conſidera- 
tion the Ambaſſador was diſcharg d out of Priſon; but 
before he could procure the Liberty of his Servants, 
he was forc'd to pay Two or Three and Twenty 
Thouſand Crowns, or they would have been Tor- 
mented out of their Lives. Soon after this the Grand 
Viſier depos'd Mu#tapha, having Reign'd but TWo 
Months and ſome odd Days. | 

But to return to Prince Coreski, whom ve left 
with Captain Rigaut in the Greek Prielt's Lodgings in 
Cenſtantinople, where they lay hid above 'I'wo 
Months, till their good Hoſt got leave from the Pa- 


triarch of Alexandria, as well for himſelf as TWO 0- 


thers, who he ſaid were of his Society, to go and 
confine themſelves in the Deſarts of the Archipelago, 
with many Hermits, which liv'd there after the man- 
ner of the Antient Ancborites. Having gotten this 
Leave and Paſport, they Embark'd, being diſguiſed 
like Prieſts, and arriv'd at Erchus, from thence to 
Naples, where he made himſelf known to the Hs 
Ambaſlador, who full of Joy, led him to the Duke 
De Oſſuna then Viceroy of Naples, who furniſh'd him 
with all things neceſſary ; and ſent him with a good 
Convoy to Rome, where the Pope receiv'd great 
content in ſeeing him, and hearing his ſtrange Ad- 
ventures: From thence he went to the Emperor at 
Vienna, who entertain'd him according to his Me- 
rits; after which he retir'd to his own Houſe, full 
of Honour and Renown, for his Valour, and Con- 
8 in his Religion under ſuch great 
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The Reign of Oſmond, The 
Firſt of that Name, and 
Tenth Emperor of the Turks.

ſter how Barbarouſly he had been Treated by RA 
ſtapha. entrearing his Maſler to call him Home from 
that Employment: Hereupon the French Ring ſent 


two Gentlemen to Conſtantineple, to the new Empe- 


ror Oſmond, to demand Reparation for the injuries 
done to his Ambaſſador and his Servants withal let- 


ting him know, that he could not ſend any other Am- 


baſlador to Condole his Fathers Death, or Congra- 
tulate his being ſeated in the Throne, till he had re- 
ceiv'd Satisfaction for the wrong done him. in the 
Perſon of bis Ambaſſador; but the Grand Seignior 
by the Advice of the Vizier and others, ſending Ur 
Chiaux into France, to confirm the Articles of Peace 
between them, and to ſhew his Diſcontent at Muſta- 
pha's proceedings, the French King was ſatisfy d, and 
ſoon after, call'd home the Baron of Mo/e or Sang, 
and ſent the Count of Seize to Succeed him. 

The War ſtill continuing between the Turks and 
the Perſians, the Grand Viſier was ſent with a great 
Army to Invade that Country, which he did with ſuch 
Succeſs, that News came to Cenftantineple that he 
had gotten a Victory over the Sophy of Perſia, 
in a great Battle wherein a hundred thouſand Men 
were Slain ; and tho' the Turk loſt the greateſt num. 
ber, yet they kept Maſters of the Field, and fſpoil'd 
the Perſian Camp who retir'd or Fled. After this the 
Vizier advanced far into the Perſians Country, 
which made it thought his return would prove very 
difficult, for they were in great want, which be- 
ing unknown to the King of Perſia, and he 
fearing the ill conſequence of ſuch an Advance,

Proviſion ; yet by 1ll Fortune, and worſe Conduct, 
it fell into his Hands. | 

By this time the Winter approaching, the I/:/ier 
retreated as far as Belgrade, wich the groſs of his Ar- 
my, but to vex the Chriſtians with continual Alarms, 
he order d a fly ing body of Turks and Iartars to watt 
Stiria and Croatia, the Country of Count Serini. That 
Count was newly returned from Hungary, and had 
put his Troops into Winter Quarters, when an A- 
lam came that Thirty Thouſand Turks were ap- 
proaching ; upon which the Count raiſing his great 
Spirit from his intended Repoſe, and Collecting a- 
bout 480 Men, March'd to the River Muer, to. give 
a ſtop if poſſible to the Turks, placing Sentinels iu all 
places where the River was fordable. On the 7th of 
September the Chriſtians eſpy'd the Turks encamp'd on 
the other ſide, and alſo diſcover'd 2.200 of them. to 
have paſs'd the River; whom Serini ailifked by 
Captain Chirfaleas, a Perſon who had often given 
zlorious proofs of his Valour againſt the Turks, al: 
lauited with ſo much Fury, that he ſoon put them 
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o open flight, who ſeeking to paſs the River, andi =. 


milling the place where it was Fordable, moft of, 


themthat eſcap'd the Sword, periſh'd in the Water, 
and the Turks were fo amaz*d at the ſtupendious Va- 
our of Serini, that they deſiſted from any. larther at- 
tempt upon Croatia; and fo this poor Country was 
« preſent reprieved by Miracle from total Deſtru- 
tion. | 

Apeſi Prince of Iranſilvania, having gain'd much 
upon the affections of the People, ſeveral of the 
man Troops revolted from the Emperor; and 
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joyn'd with him, to Whom Apaſi gave Ten Dollar 
ay iba and a New Suit of Cloaths, promiſing lu. 
ger Pay, then was given them by the Emperor, MW 
upon whichthey delivered up the Garriſon of 35 
id to Apaſi. But whilſt other Armies remain'd 
in their Quarters, and other Commanders gave up 
themſelves to Eaſe, Wine, and Banquets, and whil(: 
Piques, Jealouſzes, Fears, and Ceremonies diſtur- W' 
bed their Councils, the Vigilant Count Serin; having 
received Advices from Adrinople that the Turks de.

with which ſhewing himſelf upon the Banks of the 
Drave, Berzenche was Surrender'd to him.

Serini arriv'd at Sigeth, where reſolving to reveng 
the Blood of his Anceſtors, ſpilt there in 1565, U 
Solyman the Magnificent, he fare down before i 
but upon the approach of Twelve Thouſand T 
Tartars, rais*d his Siege, and put his Men into Gan, 
ſons to refreſh them. Whilſt things fuccteded fo vet

Tumult, and Ibrahim returning to Conſtantinople was 
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n Croatia, the Chriſtians affairs on the other fide 
by the negligence of ſome Miniſters, run into evi- 
gent Ruin and Diſorder. The Garriſon of Claudiops- 
i; for want of Pay revolted to 4pa/i, and all things 
appear d on that ſide with a dreadful Countenance. 
To put a ſtop to the Incurſions of the Turks, Serini 
refoly'd to Beliege Cani/ia, and acquainting the Impe- 
al Court with his Intentions, they approv'd his De- 
{zn, and ſent him Recruits of Men, Ammupition, 
and Proviſion, and ſeveral other Princes, particular- 
the French King, gave the Emperor conſiderable 
aliſtance at his own Charge. 

Whilſt theſe preparations were making in Chri-p,,,.z; :, 
tendom, a Mutiny or Rebellion broke out among Grand 
the Beghs at Grand Cairo in Egypt, where they Impri, Cairo. 
fon'd Ibrahim Paſha their Governor, accuſing him 
for taking from them Illegally no leſs than 3900 
Purſes of Mony, which according to the Cairo Ac- 
count, are reckon'd at 750 Dollars a Purſe, and that 
without reſtitution they reſolv'd not to admit him to 
his Liberty. This put the Ottoman Court into Fears 
of ſome dangerous conſequence, and therefore a Meſ- 
ſenger was ſent to Grand Cairo, who with the Reſti- 
tution of ſome Mony from the Paſha, appeas'd the

treated to Serinſwar. To this place, which the Vier 
had always in his Eye, he purſu'd the Chriſtiang 
and as ſoon as they had paſsd the River Muer, and ar. 
rived at Serinſwa-. they fell to their Mattocks, and 
Spades, breaking Ground for their Trenches, which 
by continual Labour in Seventeen Days, they had 
brought to the very Ditch of the Fort : Only while 
the Turks were Tranſporting their Numbers over the 
River, the generous Spirit of Strozzi, not enduring 
ro ſee the Enemies paſſage ſo eaſy and open, Valiant 
tly oppoſed himſelf and his ſmall Force, againſt the 
greater Power of the Turks, and fo reſolutely per 
torm'd the Action, that he kill'd Five Hundred upon 
the place, till at length being unfortunately ſhot in 
the Fore- head by a Musket Bullet, he gloriouſly to 
gether with one Chilfaress, 2 Renown'd Croatian 
Captain, ended his Days in Detence of his Country, 
and the Chriſtian Cauſe. | 

In this while General Monticuculi arriv'd with h 
Army, but it ſeems not to atliſt the Beſieged, for af 
ter the firſt Civilities of meeting were over, Coun 
Serinz could perſuade him to nothing. He would not

Great were the Conſultations at Strigonium, why 
eourſe was to be taken: The Chriſtians were noy 
Maſters of the Field, the Turks diſcourag'd, and th 
Summer ſo far ſpent, that *twas too late to thinks 
of recovering their Reputation that Year, with th 
hazard of a Battle: So that at length it was reſolydi 
unite the ſhatterd Forces of hiuſain Paſpa, lately defeats 
by Count Suſa, to the Viſier's Army, and mind onlyt 
Security of New Hauſel, by ſupplying it with Ammi 
nition and Proviſions; which having done, th: 
return'd again to Serigonium: And that they mig

The Hiſtory of the Famous $ pe of 
Candia. 


N the 11th of May the Great Viſier firſt appear 
before the Renown'd Fortreſs of Candia, and þ 
pan that Siege, which for 25 Years before ha 
een the Subject, to which the ſpecial Care and E 
pence of Fenice, and the Art of the moſt Ingeniouz { 
the World, as far as Humanely was poſſible, concun 
ro render it impregnable. The Town was For 
ty'd with Seven great Baſtions, dix. Sabionera, Vett 
ri, Feſus, Martinengo, Betlem, Pamgra, and St. Aude 
which were all encompaſs'd with a large and de 
Ditch. Marquis Villa at his laſt return thither, y 
chiefly Intent upon Strengthning the Fortification 
and Repairing the Out- works, eſpecially that of 
Andrea, Which was almoſt Ruin'd, and the Old 9. 
terranean Traverſes were ſo full of Water, and i 
Old Galleries ſo High, that the Enemies could call 
aſs under them; all which he Repair'd and Mend: 
in a ſhort time. In confidence of gaining this Fe 
treſs the Turks demoliſh'd N:w Candia, Scituate abou 
Two Miles from the Old, which the Yi/er Point 
out to them as a better Seat, and encourag'd the 
to Win and Inhabit it.

der Barcan. The Turks being recruited with confiders þ 
ble Numbers made another attempt upon the Chriſtians 
and a deſperate Fight followed, in which they were put 
ro a general Rout, and into ſuch Confuſion, that they 
were never more able to Rally: Dunewaldt was com- 
manded to purſue them, and with the Poles of the lef 
Wing entred Pelimel with them at the Gates of Barca, 
where many of them were kill'd, and periſf d inthe 
Marſhes of Gran. In this Heat, and while the Turks were 
under a great Conſternation, the Chriſtian Army alu 
ted Barcan and took it, with ſuch a flaughter and lok to 
rhe Turks, that they never recovered their Spirits again;

publick of Venice, they made frequent Incurſi .. 
W and Spoils on the Turks in Dalmatia, and the

netians began alſo to take up Arms againſt the Turks; 
but for better Underſtanding what is to follow, we wil 
give a brief Deſcription of the Countries and Humor 
of thoſe two People. The Morlaques inhabit the Moun 
rains of Croatia on that fide which looks to the Adriatich 
Sea, who in the Year 1647, being Maſſacred at Kninb 
the Father or Grandfather of our Teckels, in Reſentment 
of it ſubmitted to the Protection of the Venetians : They 
receive no Pay from them, but have the Reward of 
Sequin whch is Nine Shilings and Six Pence for the Head 
ot every Turk which they bring to the Venetian Officers 
for lucre of which they have made ſuch cruel ſlaughte 
upon the Turks, as bave render'd them irreconcilable Ene 
mies to the Port, They are a fort of Militia always 0 
the Wing, under no Diſcipline bur their own, they ei 
camp on the Plains, but live with their Families on 
Mountains, and have no Learning among them, not ut 
derſtand much what belongs to keeping Faith or e 
miles. The Mainiotes in their Manners and Honeſty d 
fer little from the Morlagues, and receive their Nam 
from Braccio de Maina, or an arm of Land in the h 
ſtrerching ir ſelf our into the Sea, ſo called by the Va

This Place was anciently rhe Metropolis of Attica, 
the Walls of which are three Miles in Compaſs, within 
which are the Ruins of many ſtately Edifices, and.

Now as the Venetian Arms were proſperous in the 
Mea and other parts of Greece, under the auſpicious 
Conduct of Franciſco Moroſini, ſo were they no leſs 
ſucceſsful in Da/matia and Albania, under the yalorous 
kading of that worthy General Girolamo Cornaro, Pro- 
curator of Saint Mark. On the ſecond of September he 
Landed the Miliria at a place called Combort, and have- 
ng beaten the Turks out of their Trenches, that were 
pointed to hinder his Landing, and gain'd the Hill 
called Santa Veneranda, they fo plyed the Garriſon of 
Catel Nuovo with red hot Bullets and Bombs, that they 
made it too hot for the Inhabirants ro abide, or the Sol- 
ers to maintain their Trenches. However ſeveral at- 
empts being made to relieve it, firſt to no purpoſe by 
tie Paſha of Boſua, and aſterwards by the Paſha of Her- 
{20ina, in which he loſt ſeven hundred Men, and his 
ole Party defeated, they Capitulated and Surren Caſtel 
ed, upon the Conditions given to other Places. Thus Nuovo 
ud Caſtel Nuovo fall into the hands of the Venetiavs, gnrren-

Morea, with the Subjecting of Patras, Athens, and 
other places in Greece, with the Relief given to Singh | 
were all works of the Divine Providence. LY

when the French were entred into Germany burning and 
laying waſt all the Palatinate; threatning War on the

the Action. The News of theſe Succeſſes encouraging 
all the Imperialiſts round about, the Hungarians in th 
Garriſon of Beche, the Garriſon of Segedin, with many 
other Parties, made excurſions with very good (ucce(s 
and being the Preludes to the enſuing Campaign, wer 
good Omens of a happy and glorious Victory. 

Now by all rhe Misfortunes that the Turks had ſu 
ſtain'd in this War, it was belicv'd not only at Henn 
bur concluded as well in England as in all parts of Ge 
many, that the Turks were become weary of the War 
and that there was nothing now wanting to beget 4 
Peace, but a good Mediator acceptable both to the Em 
peror and the Sultan; for it was Evident that both Pa 
ries had need of a Peace, and no perſons appearing cap 
ble of the Mediation, bur only illiam King of Gre 
Brittain, and the States General of the United Province; 
being both Friends ro the Port and the Emperor, ar 
his Allies.

| H E Management of a Government being 
like that of a Ship at Sea, which leaves no

Belas Aga on the other Hand looking upon this 
as the moit favourable Opportunity to heap up 
vait Riches, cauſed 300000 Aſpers, one third Sil- 
ver and two of Tin, to be Coined, which he forced 


the Artiſans and others to exchange for Gold. This 


occaſioned another Muriny among the Inhabitants 
of Conſtantinople; who coming m great Numbers to 
the inward Gate of the Seraglio demanded Juſtice 
at the Emperours hands. Is moſt faithful Coun- 
ſellors adviled him to lay hold of this Opportunity 
to rid his Hands of Hectas, bu: Fear overcoming his 


Reſolution, he, co ti fy the multitude, depoſed 


the then Great Vifter Meleß Ahmet Baſſa; (a great 
Favourite of the Janigariet) placing in his ſtead 
Sians Baſſa, a Brave and Reſolute Man. He being 
ſenfible of che Danger that threatned the Govern- 
metit flom the Intolence of Bectas and his adhere- 
ents, left no ſtone unturn'd to clip their Wings; 
which being not unknown to the bra veſt of the Sul- 
tans party in the Court, they were for ſurpriſing 
and killing the Rebellious Ring-leaders of the 
Jani cariec. But the two Queens being now ex- 
alperated to the higheſt degree againſt one a- 
nother, one watching continually for the ſafety of 
her Son, the other ſtriving to maintain and increaſe 
her Power; thoſe Deligns were defeated by 
the old Queen; who gave Intelligence of all 
what paſs'd in the Seraglio to Bectas, laying the 
Chief fault of it upon the Young Queen, intimat- 


ing, that the only Redreſs they had left was to de- 


pote the Young Sultan her Son, and to place his 
younger Brother S$o/ymar in the Throne. |

Ee ides this the Grear V ſiar had been careful to | 
ſend immediately to ail the Baſſa's and Beglerbeg's, 
and others his Friends, then at Conſtantinople, oi der- 
ing them to repair with all the Forces they could ga- 
ther to the Heraglio; ſo that by next Morning, not 
only tie Gardens and outward Courts, but alſo the 
adjoining Streets leading to the Seraglio were allo, 
crowded with Armed Men. | 
The Jani cariet being not a little terrify'd at it, 
did put Arms into the Hands of many Albaneſer, 
Greeks and Chriſtians, whom they brought over to. 
their Party by Money; but whilſt things thus ſeem- 
to tend to a general inſurrection in the City, the 

Pages and Poleax-Men belonging to the Seraglio, 
went to the Grand Signiors Preſence Chamber, where 
after having diſpatch'd the Maſter of the Old Queens

Eunuchs to give them Entrance into the Old 
Queens Chamber, pull'd her out from among the 
Quilts and Carpets, under which ſhe had hid her 
ſelf; She threw abundance of Gold among them, 
hoping thereby to further her efcape ; but, tho 
ſome of the younger ſort were ſcrambling after the 
Gold, the reſt held her fo cloſe, that they ſoon laid 
her ro the Ground, Some were for Stabbing her 
immediately, others tore her RichApparrei beſet with 
Jewels of a great Value; one among the reſt rote her 
Ear-Rings out of her Ears They were two Dia uonds 
with two Rubics under them of an ineſtimabie va- 
lue, given her in her younger days by Sultan Achmet, 
and were now reſtored to Solyman Aga the Chief 
Eunuch of the Women; who as a Rccompence be- 
ſtow'd a good Office, beſides a Preſent of 16 Ze. 
chini upon the Fellow that brought them to him. 
But, to return to the Old Queen, after ſhe had te 
been ſtript of all her Garments, ſhe was dragg'd by d. 
oi the Feet without the Cz/hava, where ſhe was after th 
much ſtruggling miſerably Strangled, by ſome of w 
thoſe Pages who were nor well acquainted with the re 
Office belonging to an Executioner. | R 
The Vizzer, after having given Thanks to the - ec 
choglans,or Pages for their Zeal, commanded them 
to tix the Standard of AMlahomet upon one of the 
Gates of the Seraglio, which being by all the Twrk 
look d upon as a heavenly Preſent made to AMabo- 
met tneir Prophet by the Angel Gabriel, had fo pou- 7 
_— erful an Influence upon the generality of the Peo- |

Banner, leaving Bectas Knlka, Hya and Kara Chiaus, 
to bewail their own Misfortunes, which they en- 
deavour'd to eſcape by flight, but in vain, being all 
three overtaken, aud ſtrangl'd; which, together 
with the Severity us'd by the new Ara againſt the 
reſt of rhe mutinous Officers, reviv'd the antient 
Rules of Obedience amongft the Jani caries, for a 
conſiderable time after.

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What Account the Turks make of Foreign Princes. 


HE Tubbs being as Ignorant as they are Proud 
and Inſolent, the Commonalty entereains but a 
icht Opinion of the Chriſtian Princes. But the 
ſteem which the Miniſters of State have of Fo- 
eign Kingdoms are as follows: 

Amongſt all the Princes, fo far remote as Eng- 


un the King of Great Britain, by reaſon of his 
trength at Sea, and the vaſt Trade that is carried 
Ju by his Subjects in Turky.

The Spaniards are in very indifferent Eſteem with 
the Tarks, who are not inſenſible how far they are 
Spain. fall'n off from their former Greatneſs, which make; 
them count nothing more than to be Maſters of 
ſome of the Venetian Ports in Dalmatia, which 
would open them a Door into Sicily and Naples, 
of th As the Yenetianus were accounted inferior in 
LIP V ſtrength than really they were by the Turi, fo te 
nagt fans pra ve defence of Candia, with ſome other lucky Cir- 
cumitances has created in the Tre, who always 
judge from the ſucceſs of things, an Opinion of 
the YVexetians beyond their ſtrength. 

The Tur make no ſmall Account of the Pole, 
looking upon them as a Warlike Pes ple, and ſtronę 
in Horſe; tho' they are not inſenſible that their in- 
teſtine Diviſions is a great weakning of their ſtrength 
They are not un willing to keep good Correſpon- 
dence with them, lochg upon them as a Curb to 
the /{ſcovites.

TH E Tarks entertaining always a mean Opinion 
of molt of the Chriſtian Princes in compariſon of 
their Strength, they lay down this as a fundamental 
Maxim of their Polity (which is alſo enjoin'd chem 
in that part of the Mahometan Law, call'd Kitat 
Hadaja ) that they ought not to regard any League 
if the breach thereof tends to the enlargement of 
their Empire, and conſequently their Religion. 
The ancient as well as modern Hiſtory's furniſh us 
with many inſtances of this kind, in which they 
follow'd the footſteps of their Maſter Mahomet him- 
ſelf, who having been forc'd' to raiſe the Siege of 
e. Menha, concluded a peace with the Inhabitants, but 
ing the next following Summer ſurpriz d them, Whilſt 
the people thinking themſelves ſecure by the late 
or Peace, had made no proviſion for their defence. 
© Beſides many others, there is a notable Inſtance of 
their Treachery of this kind, which happen'd in the 
o Year 1604, when the Plenipotentiaries for con- 
ei cluding a Peace betwixt the Chriſtian and Twrkiſh 
oo: Emperours, being met at Peſt, and the laſt moſt 
ae magnificently entertain'd by the firſt; the Garriſon 
tie of Buda attempted to ſurprize the place, but in vain; 
being forc'd co retire with Shame from whence they 
dal came, which may ſerve as 'a convincing Argument 
ic to refute the Vulgar Opinion conceiv'd of the Turks 
ee Honeſty and Juſtice.

CHAP. II. 
f the Turkiſh Religion in General, 


| Here are few, tho never ſo little vers'd in 
iſtory, but what know that Mahomet com- 
pil'd the Law of the 7Zxrks, by the affiſtance 
of Sergius a Monk, in Three Books: The firſt is the 
Alchoran ; The ſecond the Aſſenal, or the Teſtimo- 
ny of Wiſe Men, or the Traditions of the Prophets: 
1 third, the Deduction of one thing from ano- 
ther. „ 
Mahomer himſelf was the Author of the Alchoran, 
and preſcrib d certain Rules for the Civil Conſtitu- 
tion. The other additional Books were compos'd 
by ſome of his Diſciples, viz. Ebbabecher, Omer, Or- 
man, and Haly The Califs of Babylon and Apt, 
were alſo conſider d as Divine Interpreters of the 
MahometanLa w, till their Authority ceaſing with 
their Power, the ſame was transferr'd to the Twrki/h 
Mufti. The Turks take this for a general Rule, that 
notwithſtanding the different Interpretations of their 
Doctors of the Law of Mahomet, five Articles are 
to be obſerv'd by thoſe who profeſs teemſelves of 
the Twrki/h Religion. | : 
1. Cleaneſs in the outward parts of their Bodys 
and Apparel. 2. To pray five times a day. 3. To 
obſerve the Monthly Faſt, call'd Ramaxan. 4. To 
diſtribute Alms, according to the preſcription of 


certain Doctors of theirs, call'd Aſan Embelale

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5. To perform their Pilgrimages to Aicha, if they 


are able ro do it. They require but one Article of 


Faith, viz. That there is but One God and Mahomet 
his Prophet. There are ſome other things; as Ob- 
ſervation of 'a Friday for their Devotions ; Abſti- 
nence from Swines Fleſh and Blood, and Cu cumci- 
fon, which they look upon as Rites belonging to

W Hilſt Mahomet in the infancy of his Kingdom, 
was engag d in War againſt the Arabians, and 
not without reaſon dreaded the Arms of the Chri- 
ſtians, he thought it his beſt way to divert that 
Storm, by promifing a Toleration of the Chriſtian 
Religion throughout his Dominions, which was not 
long after, vic. In the fourth Year of Hegira, con- 
irm'd by a foiemn League, the Original of which 
being found in the Convent of Fryars on Mount Car- 
mel, was transferr'd to the French King's Library. 
In this he promiſes to the Chri/tian:, Protections

That they ſhall not be liable to any War- 
like Duties, but that Muſſelmen ſhall be oblig d to 
protect them againſt all Violence. That Chriſtian 
Parents ſhal not be compell'd to marry their Daugh- 
ters to Muſſelmen, but, that if a Chriſtian Woman 
voluntarily joins in Wedlock with a Muſſelman, ſhe 
ſhall have the free enjoyment of her Religion.

which reaſon the Chriſtians are permitted to repair 
the Roofs; but if the Foundation be touch'd by 
Fire, or any other Accident, they are not permitted 
ta prop it, by which means all the Chriſtian Churches 
in the Tarbiſt Dominions muſt fall to an utter de- 
cay 3 of which we have ſeveral Iuſtances in the great 
Conflagrations, which happen d at Galata and Con- 
ſtanti nople, 1660.

CHAP. IV. 


Of their Government in Religious Matters, Of the 
Mufti, his Office, his Revennes ; and of the Emirs. 


TH E Turkiſh Mufti is conſider d among them 
both as the Oracle of Religion and Law; he 
is always choſen by the Grand Signior himſelf, and 
ought to be a Perſon of known Integrity of Life 
and Learning in the Mohametan Law. His Decrees 
and Reſolutions, tho* they are a certain Law to 
the Judges, yet are not Compulſory in reſpect to 


| the Grand Signor; who, however, as Abſolute as 


he is, ſeldom pretends to contradict his Deciſions, 
which are always concluded with Fetſa, God knows 
better; However in Matters relating to the State, 
ſuch as the proſecution or Death of a Baſſa, or other 
Great Men; Peace or War and ſuch like, if his Re- 
ſolutions are not reliſhed by the Sultan, he is fairly 
diſmiſſed from his Office, and another put in his 
ſtead; who being ſenſible that their Law being tem-

The firſt, who 
have an Allowance of 500 Aſpers per diem, are 
is e Judges over the whole Daminions of a 
Beglerbeg, having ſeveral other Fudges of conſide- 
table Places under their juriſdiction; the laſt are 
likewiſe Principal Judges, but of petty Provinces 
only, having under them nothing ,but ſome Juſtice:

lour of their Prophet) and cannot be affronted by 
any Twrk without the forfeiture of his Right- Hand; 
which is the reaſon that when a Tarh owes any of 
them a Grudge he takes his opportunity when rhe 
other is Drunk, and ſo taking of his Turbant firſt, 
beats him ſoundly.

Their Chief Governour is call'd Naxib Eſchref, 
who has an Abſolute Authority over them, but ſel- 
dom puts the diſgrace of Death upon them; but 
rather endeavours to encreaſe his Stock of Mabomet 8

make the leaſt pretence to it. | 

His Lieutenant is call d Alemdar, who carries the
